WEYLER CONTINUES
TO BE EXPENSIVE

It e Doubtful If Spalan Can Fool the
Big Bills,

THE PLANS OF THE NEW CAMPAIGN

Gen. Arolns Savs the New Movement
in East Cuba Cannot Be Carrvied to
Success with Less Than 200,000
Troops==Tne Autonomist Farty,
Attacks the Government,

Havana, via Key West, July 6.—"To
eonguer the revolution in East Cuba
General Weyler will require 206,000 ol-
Alers more and it will cost $200,000,000,
If Spain can afford all this, then we
may make the campaign regardless of
the yellow fever and the hoat. If not
we will have to walt until next win-
ter.” These are the words of General
Arolas, the former military commander
of the Jucam=Moran trocha, and now
on General Weyler's stafl, They wery
uttered in conversation with some oth-
or Spanish genernls, and have excited
considerable comment here,

The 20,000 men that Canovas offers Lo
Weyler are lHttle better than no men
at all under the préesent clrcumstances,
From the Jucaro-Moron trocha to the
east end of Cuba 15000 Spanish sol-
diers are dving In the hospitals of yel-
low fever. The heat Is terribly intense,
Thig is considered to be the hottest
summer Cubin has had In twenly years
Moreover, the Cubans in the Orient
wre vory well provided with ammunis-
tion and are prepared to stand agalnst
o Inrger force than General Weyler is
bringing against them.

The result of thi=s situation iz that
another year of war In the islund is ab-
golutely certain If 8paln can ralge the
muney for the maintenance of her
army during that period.

In Havana the Spankards have 4if-
fering opinions ns  to what Spain
should do, The Diarle de la Marina

published on Saturday a sensational
editorinl directed agalust the govern-
ment, which has arousei the Indigna-
tion of the uncomipromising loyallsts,
The Diario says that it would be Im-
possible to deseribe the perfidious ef-
forts of the government and its parti-
sans first to diseredit and then to kill
the Autnomist party, compoged of
Cubans loyal to Spaln. “"We endeav-
ored," suys the Diarvlo, “to give vital-
Ity to the acts of the Autonomist Junta
in the eyes of the publie, but calumny
has overwhelmed these leaders. The
government Is beginning to learn a bit-
ter lesson. That lesson is, that it is
necegsary for the pacification of Cuba
to use as instruments against the in-
surgents thee: loyal Cubans who are
willing to live in freedom under the
Spanish fag,

MEANS RETROGRESSION.

“They have not thus been used, and
this means retrogression from Instead
of progress toward peace. The time
will come when we shall ask the EOV=
ernment of Senor Canovas, that Ereat
politician surrounded by so many ns-
tonishing statesmen, why, when the
salvation of Spain depended upon the
help the Autonomists could glve to our
cause agnlnst the revolutionistg, he
preferved to employ other means und
took another road. The frults of Cano-
vas' pollcy can only malediction,
sorrow, and hate,

“The result of this policy is now so
plainly before Spain that the minis-
terial press in thoat country ls confess-
Ing the great mistake Canovas has
made. The government Itself Is Hsten-
Ing at last to the advice of those who
discern most clearly the trend of Cuban
affairs, "ut the reformation of the old
policy must be falr and honest. There
must be active measures, and not ny-
pocrigy or words more or lesa brilliant
The zituation In Cuba I8 oo grave to
admit delay. The government must
throw overboard all the ballast that
has threatened to sink us forever, and
cease Ite efforte to end the war merely
by promising reform. It is a great mis-
take to try to arrange the afMairs of
Cuba without consulting those men
here who are by thelr history the legiti-
mate representatives of Cuban opinion

“If the new poliey the government is
lkely soon Lo adopt I8 not such as we
demand, Spain and Cuba will both be
completely  exhausted before much
longer."

This article is considered by the un-
compromising Spaniards as a shameful
confession that Bpaln cannot conguer
the revolutlon by force of arms. La
Union Constitutional replies to the
above article that the Cubansg in arms
are very different from the few Au-
tonomiste In the country, In that they
will never subvmit o the ideas of the
Autanomisle.

The fallure of den, Wexler in Orient

CLEVER WORK BY CONVICTS.

Getting a Light from Eleetric Wires
for Contraband Cigarettes.
Baltimore, July 6—Warden John
Weyler of the Maryland penitentiary
digcovered yesterday a curious way by
which the convicts managed to smoke
regardless of the rules. Though the
men were not permitted to have
